F  Men  were  to  fearch 
the  whole  ‘Difpenfary^ 
they  could  not  pitch 
upon  a  Drug  more 
improper  for  a  Panacea ,  or  uni- 
verfal  Medicine,  than  Mercury; 
it  being  very  precarious  in  its 
Operation.  The  other  powerful 

Medicines  (hew  a  manifeit  and

prefent  Effect ;  but  this  may,  by 
flow  Degrees,  fap  the  very  Foun¬ 
dation  of  Life,  as  1  have  made 

A  %  appear 
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appear  in  this  Tfeatile ;  and 
therefore  may  be  rant’d  'among 
the  flow  Potions,  if  apply’d  by  an 
unskilful  Hand. 

My  Defign  is  not  to  derogate 
from  the  Virtues  of  Mercury  ;  it 
is,  by  common  Content,  reckon’d 
among  the  four  Cardinal  Medi¬ 
cines.  I  allow  crude  Mercury 
may  do  great  Service  in  fome 
sCales ;  and  if  1  can  but  convince 


the  Reader  lo  far,  that  he  may 
grant  me,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
may  alfo  do  great  Prejudice,  if 
mifapplied,  I  have  my  End. 

Crude  Mercury  has  been  long 
deem’d  as  the  ultimate  Remedy  in 
the  Iliac  Paffion,  vulgarly  called 
the  T willing  of  the  Guts.  Brajfa- 
voltiSj  Matthiolus ,  Amatus  Lujitanus. 
Hartmamur ,  and  others,  were  bold 

A  * 
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enough  to  recommend  it  to  be 
given,  a  Scruple  at  a  time,  to 
Children  for  Worms,  and  to  Wo¬ 
men  to  haften  their  Delivery,  at 
a  Time  when  the  common  Opi¬ 
nion  was,  that  it  afited  by  a  cer¬ 
tain  occult  deleterious  Quality; 
but  with  thefe  Reftri&ions,  that 
it  may  hurt,  when  given  in  too 
great  a  Quantity,  or  when  the 
Body  abounds  in  bad  Humors ; 
and  that  it  is  lefs  beneficial  to  bi¬ 
lious  and  melancholy,  than  phleg¬ 
matic  Corrftitutions. 

This  being  the  Senfe  of  thofe 
Authors  who  were  profeffed  Ad¬ 
vocates  for  Crude  Mercury,  it  is 
admirable,  the  Author  of  the  an* 
ticnt  ‘Pbyficians  Legacy ,  ihould  pre¬ 
fume  to  recommend  it  in  various 
‘Complaints,  without  any  Limita- 
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tion,  faying?  be  never  knew  it  to  do 
my  harm :  And,  for  ought  I  know, 
thele  very  Words  may  have  occa- 
honed  that  many  Perfons,  of  both 
Sexes,  have  lately  taken  it  for  all 
kinds  of  Diforders.  But  how  true 
thefe  Words  are,  and  what  rifque 
fome  run  in  the  taking  of  it,  I 
leave  the  Reader  to  judge. 

If  proper  Obfervations  had  been 

made  at  the  time  when  this  Me-

thod  of  taking  Crude  Mercury  was 
in  falhion,  in  this  Ifland,  in  the

laft  Century,  lam  perfuaded  the 
Examples  of  thofe  then  hurt  by  it, 
would  be  fufficient  to  make  People

more  wary  at  prefent.  But  left 
this  Fafbion  (hould  do  more  Mif- 
chief,  or  be  revived  again  at  ano¬ 
ther  Time,  for  want  of  due  Ob- 
fervation,  I  am  determined  to  go 

on 
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on  in  collecting  all  the  Cafes  I  can, 


in  order  to  fet  this  Matter  in  a 
clear  Light.  And  therefore  I  beg 
the  Favour  of  all,  who  have  the 
Welfare  of  the  Public  at  heart,  to 
fend  to  the  Publifher  of  this  Pam- 
phlet,  the  Cafes  where  they  have 
experienced  either  Service  or  Hurt 
from  this  Practice :  which  lhall 
be  acknowledg’d  with  Thanks, 
and  inferted  in  a  future  Treatife 
I  defign  on  this  SubjeCt. 


My  Theory,  perhaps,  rnay  not 
fquare  with  every  one’s  Opinion : 
But  my  Intention  being  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  Good  of  the  Public,  an 
Allowance  will,  I  hope,  be  made 
in  ray  favour,  fince  I  am  the  firft 
who  have  ventured  upon  this  diffi¬ 
cult  Task ;  or  if  the  Reader  will 
but  be  fo  kind  to  fufpend  his

Solution  for  this  Phenomenon, 
I  promife  in  return  not  to  con¬ 
tinue  obftinate  in  my  prefair  way 
of  Thinking,  if  another  can  give 
a  more  probable  Account  of  this 
Matter.

MERCURY,  fSt. 

H  E  Public,  as  an  ingenious 
Author  obferves,is  thewifeft 
and  foolifheft  Thing  in  Na¬ 
ture  ;  it  is  like  a  Body  with 
many  Heads,  one  of  which 
making  a  great  Buftle  and  Noife,  all  the 
reft  flare  that  way. 

This  Sentence  is  daily  verified  in  all 
Tranfa&ions  of  Life,  but  mofe  efpecially 
in  Faftiions  of  Drelfes  *  though  a  Fa¬ 
shion  appears  at  firft  ridiculous,  it  foori 
becomes  familiar,  if  countenanced  by 
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fome  leading  Perfon ;  and  the  Prejudice 
againft  it  is  mitigated  or  quite  abolifhed* 
by  the  Opinion  we  have  of  People’s  Un- 
derftanding,  which  commonly  is  rated  in 
Proportion  to  their  Quality  and  Riches. 

The  Manner  of  Cloathing  the  Body 
being  matter  of  no  great  Confequence, 
it  may  be,  that  Man  Puffers  himfelf  to 
be  led  away  fo  eafily,  becaufe  he  doth 
not  give  himfelf  the  Trouble  to  confider 
much  about  it.  But  it  is  very  furprizing, 
that  Fafhions  fhould  likewife  obtain  in 
Things  which  touch  the  Welfare  of  Man¬ 
kind  in  the  tendered  Part,  I  mean  Me¬ 
dicines. 

The  old  Maxim,  that  what  can  do 
much  good  may  alfo  do  much  harm, 
feems  to  be  quite  forgot,  elfe  People 
would  not  take  Mercury,  one  of  the 
moft  powerful  Medicines  in  Nature,  al- 
moft  for  any  Complaints,  without  con- 
fidering  Age,  Sex,  Conftitution,  prefent 
Situation  of  the  Body,  or  all  other 
Circumftances-  it  is  a  fufficient  In¬ 
ducement  for  many  to  follow  this  Pra- 
4,.  ,  2  (dice, 
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dice,  becaufe  it  is  fuch  an  eafy  Remedy, 
and  fome  have  found  Benefit  from  it,  or 
that  it  is  now  become  fafhionable.  Thus 
Mercury  reigns  triumphant  under  the 
Character  of  a  Panacea,  or  univerfal  Me¬ 
dicine  ;  and  the  Public  feem  fo  zealous  in 
recommending  this  Darling,  that  I  ex- 
pedfc  it  may  foon  be  preferred  by  the  fair 
Sex  to  their  Clofets  as  a  choice  Cor¬ 
dial. 

I  forefee  many  may  have  the  lefs  re¬ 
gard  for  the  Contents  of  this  Pamphlet, 
thinking  it  to  be  a  Phyfician’s  Intereft  to 
write,  right  or  wrong,  againft  fo  bene¬ 
ficial  a  Medicine  ;  but  to  obviate  this  Pre¬ 
judice,  I  affure  the  Reader,  that  the  Be¬ 
nefit  of  the  Public  was  my  chief  View, 
and  therefore  I  crave  his  Patience  till  he 
has  read  the  whole,  by  which  Time  I 
don’t  doubt  he  will  be  convinced,  that  I 
have  good  Reafons  for  faying,  that  this 
way  of  taking  Mercury  is  a  yery  danger¬ 
ous  practice. 

It  is  a  common  Thing  for  People  great¬ 
ly  to  extol  the  Virtues  of  a  new  Medi- 
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cine,  till  Experience  makes  them  wifer. 
But  this  cannot  be  faid  to  be  the  prefent 
Cafe,  for  Mercury  has  been  long  fn  ufe, 
and  its  good  and  bad  Qualities  have  been 
fufficientiy  difeovered  by  Experience  and 
the  Fire. 

This  Mineral  Fluid  has  been  always 
found  hurtful  to  the  nervous  Syftem ; 
which  Confideration  alone  might  be  fuf- 
ficient  to  warn  People  not  to  ufe  it  incon- 
fiderately.  But  for  farther  Satisfaction, 
I  fhall  canvafs  this  Matter  under  the  three 
following  Heads,  viz.  i.  Shewing  the 
Nature  of  Mercury.  2.  Its  manner  of 
operating  in  Human  Bodies.  And,  3. 
Conclude  with  mentioning  fome  Inftati- 
ces  of  its  dreadful  Effects. 

Mercury  is  by  moft  number’d  amongfi 
the  Metals  3-  the  Character  by  which  the 
Chymifts  exprefs  it  is  thus  (  £  )  the 
round  Circle  in  the  middle,  the  Alchy- 
rorfts  fay,  denotes,  that  its  intrinficai 
Parts  are  Gold  the  Semicircle  on  the 
Top  fignifies,  that  its  outfide  appears  like 
Silver  $  and  the  Crofs  at  the  bottom,  that 


a  corrofive  Subftance  is  join’d  with  if* 
which  two  Principles  being  removed 
pure  Gold  will  remain,  but  in  a  fluid 
State. 

Next  to  Gold  Mercury  is  the  heavieft 
Metal,  and  the  more  ’tis  freed  from  its 
heterogeneous  Particles,  the  more  pon¬ 
derous  it  grows ;  a  Heat  not  much  more 
intenfethan  that  of  boiling  Water  makes 
it  fly  away  under  the  Appearance  of 
Smoak ;  it  is  not  malleable,  but  divifible 
into  infinitely  fmall  fpherical  Particles,  and 
incorporates  very  eafily  with  Gold,  Lead, 
Silver  and  Tin. 

From  its  filver  Colour,  and  conlpicu- 
ous  Mobility,  it  has  been  called  by  the 
Greeks  vfrgapyvpc v,  that  is.  Argentum 
Aqueiim ,  or  Aqua  Argentea ;  and  by  the 
Latins ,  Argentum  mmm ,  in  Englijh 
< hiickfiher .  The  Name  of  Mercury  is, 
perhaps,  derived  from  its  Agility,  and 
different  Shapes  it  is  capable  of,  alluding 
to  the  Character  of  the  Heathen  Deity  of 
that  Name. 
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'  Mercury,  according  to  the  Alchymifts, 
is  the  Proteus  of  Nature  ;  a  Liquor  which 
does  not  wet,  a  Water  which  doth  not 
moiften  the  Hands,  upon  which  Metals 
fwim,  like  Wood  upon  Water,  except 
Gold ;  foft  and  flowing,  yet  diffolving 
the  hardeft  Bodies.  IJquor  non  made - 
faciensy  aqua  maims  non  humeUanSy  cut 
metalla  fupernatanty  tit  aqua  lignum, , 
auro  except  0y  mollis  dr  JluxiliSy  durijjl - 
ma  tamen  Corpora  refolvens.  Mercury > 
they  lay,  is  the  primum  Stamen  of  all 
Metals  j  therefore  many  have  taken  great 
pains  to  work  upon  it,  in  order  to  effect 
by  ’its  means  the  Tranfmutation  of  Me¬ 
tals.  Some  call  the  firft  Principles  of  all 
Metals  Sal,  Sulphur,  and  Mercury, 
which  others  exprefs  by  the  TermSy  Ler- 
vay  Oleiimy  or  Materia  inflammabilis 
Cr  aqua .  The  Sai,  they  fay,  is  the 
Body  of  the  Meta!,  the  Sulphur  is  the 
Principle  which  tinges,  and  the  Mercury 
animates  it,  or  afts  in  it,  as  the  Spirit  in 
the  human  Body.  But  as  it  is  difficult  to 
prove  thefe  CP  find  pi  a  by  manual  Opera¬ 
tion, 
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tion,  or  a  priori ,  the  graveft  Writers  ort 
thefe  Matters  confine  themfelves  to  this, 
that  the  prima  materia  of  all  Metals  is  a 
Hibtile  un&uous  Fluid,  which  occafions  a 
Confidence  and  Solidity,  or  Coagulation 
in  fome  folid  Body,  ailing  in  the  Bowels 
of  the  Earth  in  the  manner  of  a  fixing 
Vapor.  And  that  this  Vapor  or  Spirit  is 
of  a  fulphurous  acid  Nature,  is  proved  from 
many  Arguments  ,•  for  almoft  all  Mine¬ 
rals  fmell  of  Sulphur,  and  being  put  on 
the  Fire  exhale  an  acid  Steam,  not  unlike 
that  of  common  Sulphur,  when  burnt 
in  the  open  Air.  Befides,  all  Mines 
abound  with  fulphureous  Steams  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  Richnefs  in  Oar  $  and  that 
their  fulphureous  Steams  are  diffufed 
through  the  whole  Globe,  is  plain  from 
the  furprizing  fubterraneous  Phenomena, 
the  burning  Mountains,  and  the  Earth¬ 
quakes,  which  cannot  be  well  accounted 
for  any  otherwife. 

The  faline  or  earthy  Particles  in  Mer¬ 
cury  are  of  a  very  fine  Texture,  and  on 
account  of  their  Popderofity  have  been 

thought 
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thought  by  all  Alchymifts  to  come  neareft 
the  Purity  of  Gold.  Its  Sulphur  is  of  an 
arfenical  Nature,  highly  pernicious'  to 
the  human  Frame,  and  the  mercurial  or 
aqueous  Particles  fo  copious,  that  they 
preferve  it  in  a  fluid  State ;  wherefore 
fome  have  attempted,  in  order  to  make 
Mercury  folid,  and  bring  it  to  Maturity, 
as  they  exprefs  it,  to  fix  it,  by  adding 
to  it,  Bodies  abounding  in  fulphureous 
Particles,  as  Lapis  Calantinaris,  or 
Radix  CuYCum<ey  which  will  bring 
Mercury  into  a  hard  Subftanee,  ting¬ 
ing  it  of  a  yellow  Colour ;  but  When 
brought  to  Fufion  again  the  Mer¬ 
cury  flies  away  from  his  Confine¬ 
ment,  and  leaves  a  yellowilh  Caput  Mcr- 
tuum  behind  it.  No  Procefs  is  known 
that  will  fix  this  Proteus  fo  as  to  iridure 
the  Fire  j  for  let  the  Chymifts  torture 
him  till  he  looks  like  a  pale,  white, 
green,  yellow,  red,  or  any  other  co¬ 
lour’d  Calx  or  Earth,  he  may  ealily  be 
reduced  to  his  primitive  running  State 
again,  as  Mr.  Hoyle  proves  from  number- 

lefs 
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lefs  Procefles,  and  all  Chy mills  know. 
JLewenhock ,  and  others,  who  would  ra¬ 
ther  truft  to  the  Information  of  their  Sen-  1 
fes,  have  found  by  Infpe&ion  With  their 
Microfcopes,  that  though  Mercury  be 
tortured  ever  fo  much  by  Fire,  or  the 
Corrofivenefs  of  Salts,  its  Particles  al¬ 
ways  retain  a  fpherical  Figure.  But 
Cheyne  in  his  Effay  on  Fevers  thinks, 
that  Mercury  may  come  to  change  its 
Sphericity,  from  the  following  Reafon, 
that  whenever  the  Gravity  of  mercurial 
Particles  is  equal  to  the  Medium  they  are 
fuipended  in,  they  will  receive  the  Fi* 
gure  the  Motion  of  the  Medium  can  im¬ 
print  on  diem.  That  Mercury  may  be 
brought  to  this  State,  he  proves,  becaufe 
by  pounding  Mercury  in  common  Water 
its  Weight  diminifhes,  and  the  Water  is 
tinged.  ’Tis  <Boerbatve> s  Opinion,  that  Mer¬ 
cury  is  compofed  of  fmail  Globules  divi¬ 
sible  ad  infinitum ,  in  which  the  chimeri¬ 
cal  Principles  of  &  Oleum ,  are 

fo  interwoven,  that  by  no  Art  they  can 
be  feparated  from  each  other.' 
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The  two  Principles  however,  which 
plainly  difeover  themfelves  in  Mercury, 
are  Sulphur  and  Earth.  That  this  Sul¬ 
phur  produces  an  arfenical  or  poifonous 
Effect,  fufficiently  appears  from  Experi¬ 
ence.  I  do  not  however  fuppofe  any  oc¬ 
cult,  deleterious  Quality  in  it  more  than 
any  other ;  hut  as  it  is  very  fubtile,  and 
animated  by  the  impelling  Force  of  the 
fmall  globular  Particles  of  Mercury,  thefe 
two  Powers  aft  in  a  compound  Ratio  of 
the  Velofity  of  the  Sulphur,  and  the  Pon- 
derofity  of  the  fpherical  Particles  of  Mer¬ 
cury  join’d  together.  This  Phenomenon 
may  ceteris  paribus  be  compared  to  the 
Explofion  of  a  Gun,  and  therefore  the  dif- 
mal  Effects,  from  taking  down  by  Infpira- 
tion  the  Fumes  of  Mercury,  are  eafily  ac¬ 
counted  for,  by  any  one  who  does  but 
confider,  that  by  means  of  the  Lungs  it 
will  be  convey’d  into  the  Blood.  Miners 
and  Gilders  are  for  this  Reafon  plagued 
with  many  Diftempers,  as  we  fhall  have 
occafion  to  fpeak  of  them  hereafter^  I 
will  only  add,  that  from  the  Confequen- 

ces 
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ces  we  may  afcertain  there  is  an  arfenical 
Sulphur  in  Mercury. 

A  fubtile  Earth  is  alfo  one  of  its  con- 
ftituent  Parts,  which  though  in  fo  fmali 
a  Quantity,  that  it  may  be  carry’d  into 
the  Air  by  a  very  little  Heat,  deferves 
our  Confideration,  in  as  much  as  it  in 
fome  meafure  counterpoifes  the  great  Por¬ 
tion  of  Sulphur-  and  as  all  Kinds  of 
Salts  aft  upon  Mercury,  the  Chymifts  are 
puzzled  what  to  make  of  it. 

Be  this  as  it  will,  it  appears  from  thefe 
Premifes,  that  the  A&ivity  of  Mercury 
depends  upon  two  Caufes,  viz>.  from  its 
Sulphur  and  Pondus  ,•  upon  which  Prin¬ 
ciples  I  flaall  build  my  Method  of  Rea- 
foning ,  not  troubling  my  felf  about 
Terms. 

Mercury  is  found  in  feveral  Mines  in 
Germany ,  'Bohemia ,  Hungary^  and  Ita¬ 
ly.  Native  Mercury,  or  that  which  is 
found  feparated  from  its  Oar  by  Nature, 
is  called  Virgin  Mercury ;  they  purge  it, 
by  rubbing  it  with  Salt  and  Vinegar,  or 
graining  it  through  Leather,  but  it  is 

C  2  com* 
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commonly  feparated  from  native  Cinna- 
ber  by  Diftillation ;  which  is  alfo  the 
Way  of  reviving  it. 

The  Ufe  of  Mercury  in  Medicine  was 
Jirft  introduced  by  th«  Arabians ,  who 
ufed  it  in  the  Itch  and  Leprofy  ;  and  from 
a  Parity  of  Reafoning  was  afterwards 
made  ufe  of  by  the  European  Phyficians 
in  the  Venereal  Diftetnper.  Jndr.  C<c- 
falphy  Lib.  IV.  de  Morbo  Gailico ,  has 
the  following  Words:  Simile  ratione 
fan  at  inunfiio  ex  argento  Viro .  Reme- 
dimp  defumtum  ex  Mefue,  qui  eo  ute~ 
batur  ad  fcabiem  craffam .  For  the  fame 
Reafon  ’tis  that  a  mercurial  Unftion  doth 
heal ;  a  Remedy  taken  from  Mefue ,  who 
ufed  it  for  the  thick  Scab,  And  likewife, 
Fernelhis  de  Luis  Tenet .  curat  per  Hy¬ 
drargyrum^  Cap.  xvii.  Hums  enim  ifitm 
avi  nofiri  ex  Arabum  Schola  deducertiitf , 
quos  co?2jlat  hydrargyrum  ad  Ulcer  a  ma - 
ligna  &  cacoethea  coercenda ,  atque  ad 
fcabiem  omnem  (iccant  feliciter  ufurpaffe . 
The  Ufe  of  this  our  Anceftors  had  from1 
the  Arabian  Schools  3  who  it  is  well 
r  j  •  't'F  l  '  known* 
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known,  made  ufe  of  Quickfilver  to  con¬ 
quer  malignant  and  habitual  Ulcers,  and 
all  Sorts  of  dry  Scabs.  Jacobus  Car - 
p enfis  was  the  firft  who  apply’d  it  in  the 
Venereal  Difeafe,  immediately  after  the 
Neapolitan  Expedition,  by  Charles  VIII. 
King  of  France ;  from  that  Time  the 
Diftemper  was  called  Lues  Venerea ; 
and  Jacobus  Carpenfis  ufed  Mercury 
with  fo  good  Succefs,  that  in  a  very 
little  Time  he  acquired  an  immenfe 
Eftate  ;  for  befides  a  great  deal  of  Plate, 
he  left  four  hundred  Thoufand  Ducats  to 
his  Heirs,  which  he  had  all  gotten  by 
vending  a  mercurial  Ointment.  Some  fay  a 

T 

Jem  from  Lisbon  difcovered  its  Ufe  in 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  by  chance.  How¬ 
ever,  Mercury  came  foon  fo  much  in 
Vogue,  that  it  was  look’d  upon  as  an 
undoubted  Specific  in  that  Diforder. 

But  this  noble  Medicine  falling  into 
the  Hands  of  unskilful  Empyricks,  it  loft 
greatly  of  its  Reputation,  by  reafon  of 
the  Mifchief done  by  it ;  wherefore  many 
exclaimed  againft  it  as  a  dangerous,  nay, 

poifon- 
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poifonous  Medicine,  not  fit  to  be  applied 
to  any  human  Body.  Efpecially  Feme - 
lius,  in  the  aforefaid  Treatife,  where  he 
declaims  againft  it  as  a  poifonous  Drug. 
And  Joan.  Varandtus  ,  Tie  Lne/Vener . 
alfo  mentions  Mercury  as  a  very  fufpici- 
ous  Medicine,  not  fit  to  be  given,  with¬ 
out  a  great  deal  of  Skill  and  Precau¬ 
tion. 

Then  the  Chymifts  went  to  vyork  in 
order  to  correct  its  deadly  Quality,  by 
a&ual  and  potential  Fires  $  how  well 
they  have  fucceeded,  I  leave  any  one  to 
judge.  And  fome  finding  the  Chymicai 
Preparations,  being  much  clogg’d/with 
Salts,  very  violent  upon  the  human  Body, 
by  a  conftant,  long  continued  Fire,  cal¬ 
cined  it,  wrhich  is  called  Mercurius  pr<e- 
cipitatus  per  fe.  But  this  alfo  being 
found  a  very  rough  Medicine,  perhaps  on 
account  of  the  fiery  Particles  adhering  to 
it,  were  for  throwing  by  all  Preparati¬ 
ons,  and  refolved  to  give  it  without  any 
previous  Preparation  internally,  but  not 
without  joining  Akes,  Rhubarb,  Colo- 

!  -*•  if 
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with,  ‘Diagrid,  or  fuch  like  Medicines 
with  it,  to  purge  it  off  again.  Even  the 
famous  ‘Bellofto ,  who  fo  mightily  recom¬ 
mends  Mercury  in  fubftance,  mixes  fome 

% 

gentle  Cathartic  with  his  Pills.  Of  the 
like  kind  are  xhtFillul#  cBarbarof[je>  or 
Caruk*,  from  Hercules  Saxonia ,  the 
VittuU  de  Hydrargyrp  Horjiii ,  and 
others. 

A  very  noted  way  of  giving  Mercury 
in  Subftance  is  the  Ethiopia  Miner  cilis^ 
prepared  either  with  or  without  Fire- 
Dr.  Cheyne ,  in  his  Treatife  de  Febribus> 
is  of  Opinion,  it  enters  the  Blood  in  fuch 
quantity  as  to  ouze  out  thro’  the  Pores  of 
the  Skin  ►  of  which  he  mentions  an  Ex¬ 
ample  from  his  own  Experience.  How 
much  Deference  foever  may  be  due  to 
that  learned  Gentleman's  Judgment,  yet 
the  common  Opinion  of  the  Moderns  is, 
that  it  enters  the  La&eals  no  more  than 
the  Teftaceous  Powders,  by  reafon  that 
the  mercurial  Particles  are  render’d  too 
grofs  by  the  Adherence  of  the  Sulphur, 
or  that  if  the  Sulphur  fhould  be  feparated 

from 
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from  the  Mercury  in  the  firft  Paffages,  it 
would  run  together  again,  and  thus  alfo 
be  incapable  of  palling. 

After  thefe  many  Revolutions,  Mer¬ 
cury  comes  at  laft  to  this  Preferment, 
that  a  late  Author  thinks  it  a  quite  harra- 
lefs  Medicine,  and  recommends  it  for 
an  Afthma,  Pains  of  the  Stomach  and  In- 
teftines,  the  Gravel,  Stone,  Barrennefs, 
Phthyfick,  &c.  taken  crude,  the  Quan¬ 
tity  of  an  Ounce  Mornings  and  Even¬ 
ings. 

Though  there  is  no  doubt  this  Pra&ice, 
which  many  Thoufands  at  prefent  follow, 
without  proper  Precaution  and  Advice, 
will  fall  by  the  Prejudice  People  will  re¬ 
ceive  from  it,  yet  the  fooner  its  Progrefs 
is  ftopt,  the  more  Mifchief  will  probably 
be  prevented.  Therefore,  as  the  Reader 
has  been  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of 
the  Metal,  I  am  to  tell  him  now,  that 
fome  of  the  Mercury  muft  abfolutely  get 
into  the  Blood,  elfe  it  could  not  produce 
fuch  Effe&s,  as  fome  have  perceived 
from  it.  And  as  fome  have  falivated  by 

taking 
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taking  crude  Mercury  after  the  prefent 
fafhionable  manner,  it  is  indifputably 
true,  that  feme  of  the  Mercury  mixes  with 
the  Blood,  JZtmuller  obferves  affo,  that 
a  Perfon,  who  had  taken  two  Pounds  of 
crude  Mercury  for  a  Pafjio  Iliaca ,  did 
falivate. 

The  Author  mentions  a  Gentleman  at 
Ebjham ,  was  cured  by  it,  of  an  Afthraa, 
and  it  cannot  be  difown’d,  that  fevcral 
others  have  been  relieved  from  that  Com¬ 
plaint.  Now  an  Afthma  proceeds  from 
a  vifeid  Blood  or  Serum,  which  hinders 
the  Motion,  or  Enlargement  of  the  Vc- 
ficles  of  the  Lungs  ;  and  as  by  that 
Means  the  Paffages  are  ftraitned,  the  Af- 
pera  Arteria s  Arteria  Pulmmalis ,  and 
Vena  Pulmonalis ,  are  greatly  depreffed  ,* 
by  which  means  Infpiration  is  chiefly  im¬ 
paired  ;  Infpiration  feldom,  unlefs  the 
Liver  or  Spleen  be  fchirrhous  :  There¬ 
fore  *tis  plain,  that  if  Mercury  adted  only 
as  an  Abforbcnt,  as  fome  pretend,  it  could, 
not  be  fo  effectual  in  Afthmas. 

J)  Some 
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Some  have  imagined  that  fo  confidera-z 
ble  a  Quantity  circulated  with  the  Blood* 
that  they  fancy’d  they  found  fome  in 
Chamber-Pots.  Platerus  mentions  this 
in  his  Obfervations ;  but  it  is  probable  it 
might  be  a  female  Cafe,  and  had  dropt 
from  the  Jnus .  For  many  have  weighed 
the  Mercury  when  voided,  and  found 
( I  fuppofe  with  an  Allowance  of  a  few 
Grains,  which  are  hardly  taken  notice  of 
in  an  Ounce)  the  fame  Quantity  again. 
Which  Experiment  contradicts  that  Sup- 
pofition,  not  to  mention  many  Reafons 
which  might  be  alledged  to  the  con*: 
trary* 

We  have  already  obferved,  that  fome 
Particles  of  Mercury  enter  into  the  Blood 
to  caufe  thofe  Effects,  therefore  it  will  be 
expected  Xfhould  give  fome  Account  how 
that  is  performed :  Hoc  opus  hie  labor l 
And  as  no  Author  has  as  yet  explained 
this  Point,  I  may,  perhaps,  meet  with 
many  Objections ;  wherefore  as  I  advance 
my  Opinion,  with  Submiflion  to  fuperior 
Judgments,  I  hope  the  Publick  will 

think 
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think  well  of  mine,  ’till  a  better  is  pro-’ 
duced. 

Some  think,  that  when  the  Mercury 
is  long  detained  in  the  Body,  fome  of  the 
Mercury  is  Squeezed  into  the  La&eals  ; 
which  Particles,  however,  muft  be  fo 
Small,  as  to  be  fufpended  in  the  Chyle, 
and  cannot  be  in  fuch  Quantity  as  fome 
imagine  j  elfe  they  would  unite  in  the 
Receptaculum  Commune,  and  be  incapa¬ 
ble  of  producing  any  vifible  Effect  in  the 
Body.  But  this  Hypothefis  meets  with 
this  Difficulty,  that  in  order  to  force  fome 
Mercury  into  the  very  narrow  Orifices  of 
the  LaCteals,  the  Mercury  ought  to  be 
confined,  and  preffed  hard  j  which  not 
being  practicable  in  the  Intcffines,  it  is 
thought  difficult  to  conceive.  The  mod 
probable  Method  therefore  to  account  for 
this  Phenomenon,  is  the  following. 

Considering  the  Nature  of  Mercury  as 
above-defcribed,  it  is  not  difficult  to  con¬ 
ceive,  that  when  it  comes  into  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  it  is  there  acted  upon  by  the  Salts 
in  the  Juices  of  the  Stomach ;  which  with 
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the  Aififtance  of  the  natural  Heat  of  the 
Body,  and  periftaltic  Motion,  as  alfo  the 
continual  A&ion  of  the  pedtoral  and  ab¬ 
dominal  Mufcles,  cannot  but  diflolve  fome 
Particles  of  this  Metal,  The  fame  Ope¬ 
ration  is  continued  through  the  whole  Ca¬ 
nal  of  the  Inteftines,  and  there  will  be 
more  or  lefs  of  the  Mercury  dilfolved, 
according  to  the  Proportion  of  the  Salts 
contained  in  the  Juices. 

This  Theory  is  proved  by  a  common 
Experiment ;  which  is,  that  human  Spit¬ 
tle  will  fix  Mercury  fo  far,  as  to  deprive 
it  of  its  running  Quality.  The  Reafon  is: 
becaufe  the  Salts  of  the  Spittle  flick  to 
the  Particles  of  the  Mercury,  and  deprive 
them  of  their  Sphericity,  in  which  their 
Agility  confifted.  And  if  we  farther  call 
our  Views  back  upon  the  Experiment  of 
a  Solution  of  fome  of  the  Mercury  with 
[Water  only,  void  of  Salts,  we  may  eafily 
conclude  that  of  an  Ounce  of  Mercury 
taken  crude,  there  may  be  diflolved  in  the 
primes  via ,  and  carried  by  the  Ladteals 
Jntp  the  Blood,  at  leaft  3  or  4  Grains* 

pro, 
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pro  ratOy  according  to  the  Difpofition  of 
the  Juices :  And  this  continued  for  5  or 
6  Weeks,  twice  a  Day,  will  amount  tp 
about  l  of  an  Ounce  of  the  fineft  and  molt 
a&ive  Particles  of  Mercury,  fent  at  ran¬ 
dom  into  the  Body,  to  do  there  what 
Execution  Chance  fhall  diredt  them. 

To  prevent  any  ones  Surprize  at  this 
Doctrine,  I  put  the  Reader  in  mind  of 
a  much  harder  Subftance,  which  un¬ 
doubtedly  is  dilfolved  by  the  Juices  of 
the  firft  Palfages,  viz.  Steel,  or  Iron,' 
which  daily  is  given  in  Subftance  with 
great  Succefs. 

Hear  the  learned  Hoffman ,  in  his  Dif- 
fertation  De  Metallurgia  morbifera}  what 
the  Spirit,  or  moft  fubtle  Parts  of  this 
Metal  is  able  to  do.  This  Spirit,  fays 
he,  which  is  able  to  diflolve  moft  Metals, 
penetrates  through  the  whole  Frame  of 
the  Body,  and  forcing  its  way  through 
the  fmalleft  Palfages,  it  powerfully  dif- 
folves  the  thick  Juices,  tears  the  Con¬ 
texture  of  the  Blood  afunder,  and  di¬ 
vides  the  prima  Stamina  thereof.  It 

alfo 
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alfo  irritates  too  much  the  Membranes, 
Nerves,  and  Fibres,  and  fqueezes  the 
iVeffels  placed  between  them,  fo  that 
ftrange  Humours  may  eafily  lodge  there  ,* 
from  whence  enfue  Rheumatifms,Effufions 
of  Lymphs,  Palfy,  great  Weaknefs,  and 
violent  fliakings  of  the  Nerves.  The 
hurtful  Steam  of  Mercury  doth  not  fpare 
the  Bones  themfelves ;  for  the  Teeth  be-; 
come  loofe  and  carious.  By  its  Pon- 
derofity,  it  as  well  attacks  the  Solids  as 
the  Fluids.  And  laftly,  Mercury  has  a 
particular  Faculty  of  attra&ing  the  Points 
of  Salts,  and  retaining  them  clofely, 
whofe  Powers  being  combined,  their 
Activity  is  augmented,  whereupon  they 
corrode  or  tear,  or,  atleaft,  violently  ir¬ 
ritate  the  Fibres  of  the  Stomach,  whence 
Convulfions,  Hemorrhages,  Inflammati¬ 
ons,  Gangrenes,  and  deadly  Suppreflions 
of  the  Excrements. 

Gerardus  Goris ,  in  his  Mercurius 
Triumphator ,  fays,  that  all  thofe  who 
dig  up  Mercury,  or  work  it  in  the  Fire, 
are  fubjeft  to  horrid  JVeaknelfes  and 
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^Tremblings  of  the  Nerves.  All  fuch 
Miners  are  of  a  livid  Colour,  and  foon 
fall  into  a  Palfy,  or  Convulfions,  and 
laftly,  are  fuffocated  by  an  Afthrna : 
And  even  the  ftrongeft  Men  cannot  live* 
in  this  Work,  above  four  Years,  but  die 
moft  miferably.  In  Italy  the  Mercury, 
Miners  work  but  fix  Hours  in  a  Day, 
and  yet  they  foon  grow  paralytick,  and 
die  of  a  he£tic  Fever.  In  Hungary ,  fome 
Mines  cannot  be  work’d  at  all,  on  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Mercurial  Steams,  which 
fuffocate  moft  that  come  near  them.  A 
certain  Labourer,  who  had  work’d  in 
the  Mines  only  fix  Months,  was  fc  full 
of  Mercury,  that  when  he  took  a  Piece 
of  Gold  into  his  Mouth,  or  rub'd  it  with 
his  Fingers,  it  became  white,  like  Silver  j 
and  he  was  fo  infirm,  that  with  both  his 
Hands  he  could  not  bring  a  Glafs  of 
Beer  to  his  Mouth  without  lpiiling.  Gil¬ 
ders*  Looking  Glafs-makers,  Chymifts^ 
Painters,  and  thofe  who  in  Teru  feparate 
the  Gold  and  Silver  from  mineral  Drofs,  by 
means  of  Mercury,  are  expos’d  to  the  like 
Ioconveniencies.  I 
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I  forefee  it  will  be  obje&ed,  thofe  Au^ 
thors  fpeak  of  the  mercurial  Exhalations 
of  the  Mines :  But  pray  what  Difference 
is  there,  whether  the  fineffc  mercurial  Par¬ 
ticles  are  convey’d  into  the  Blood  by  the 
Trim <e  Vi<z>  or  the  Lungs.  All  that  can 
be  faid,  is,  that  perhaps,  the  modern 
Quickfilver-takers  do  not  receive  fo  great 
a  Qu&ntity  of  thefe  Mercurial  Particles,  as 
thofe  that  work  in  the  Mines-  and  as  the 
Quantity  is  lefs,  fo  the  Operation  may  be 
lefs  pernicious,  tho’,  at  the  fame  time*’ 
the  Mercury  will  operate  in  them  in  the 
fame  manner  in  Proportion. 

Another  Obje&ion  is,  that  as  thefe  Par¬ 
ticles  are  diluted  by  the  Juices  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  and  Inteftines,  their  deleterious  Fa¬ 
culty  is  thereby  blunted.  But  as  by  means 
of  the  Salts  in  the  Juices  they  are  qualify ’d 
to  be  carry ’d  into  the  Blood,  they  may  at- 
trail  in  the  Procefs  of  circulating  in  the 
Blood  and  lymphatic  Veffels  fuch  a  Num* 
ber  of  Spicula,  as  to  become  at  fail  of  a 
corrofive  Nature,  and  being  grown  too 
bulky  to  pafs  through  the  capillary  Vef~ 

•  fels. 
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Fels,  may  caufe  Obftrudions,  and  confe- 
quently  paralytic  Diforders  or  Tremors  ,* 
or  if  an  Erofion  fhould  happen*  efpecially 
in  the  fmall  Veffels  of  the  Brain,  may  oc- 
Cafion  an  Apoplexy  and  fudden  Death  • 
And  as  we  are  not  fure  that  in  all  Bodies 
thefe  mercurial  Particles  will  go  off  by 
Perforation  or  otherwife,  we  may  always 
exped  fome  fuch  Effed  at  the  end.

It  Will  be  further  objeded,  that  great 
Benefit  has  been  perceived  from  this  Pra¬ 
ctice  in  Afthmas.  This  fliews  then  plain¬ 
ly,  from  what  I  faid  before  concerning 
the  Theory  of  an  Afthma^  that  the  Mer¬ 
cury  muft  ad  very  vigoroufly*  And  grant¬ 
ing  this*  let  us  fuppofe  this  Adion  had 
been  exerted'  in  the  very  fmall  Veffels  of 
the  Brainy  of  in  fome  of  thofe  Which 
creep  rouhd  the  Nerves,  what  difmal 
Diforders  might  not  there  have  been  pro¬ 
duced  ?  So  that  this  good  EfFed  in  Aftfrf 
teas  is  owing  to  a  particular  Idiofyncrafis, 
br  State  of  the  Body  or  Chance,  which  no 
Man  in  his  Senfes  could  run  the  rifque  of, 
Whenfo  great  Evils  might  polfibly  happen. 

E  ‘  But 
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But  the  grand  Obje&ion  of  all  Is,  thkt 
if  Mercury  is  of  fo  dangerous  a  Nature, 
Why  doth  it  not,  when  convey’d  into  the 
Blood  in  great  Quantities,  as  is  done  in 
a  Salivation*  produce  likewife  all  thofe 
difmal  Effe&s,  I  talk  of,  rather  in  a 
greater  Degree  ? 

To  this  I  anfwer,  that  Mercury,  in 
Salivations,  doth  caufe  very  violent 
Effects  $  for  which  RCafon  Perfons  of 
broken  Conftitutions,  and  many  others, 
are  judged  incurable,  not  being  capable 
to  undergo  the  Operations  of  Mercury, 
left  it  fhould  prove  fatal  to  them;  Moft 
'Authors  and  Pra&itioners  agree,'  that 
*tis  very .  dangerous  to  falivate  Perfons 
whofe  Vifcera  are  not  found,  or  if  their 
Subftance  is  infe&ed  with  this  Diftemper ; 
as  allb  thofe  who  are  fcorbutick,7  hypo¬ 
chondriac,  or  fubje&  to  the  Epilepfy, 
Convulfions,  Vcrtigos,  Tremors,  &c. 

Beiides,  the  Body  is  generally  prepared 
for  Salivation  by  Bleeding  and  Purging : 
Warm  Baths  are  alfo  by  feme  ordered, 
to  fupple  the  Parts,  and  render  them 
-  yielding" 
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yielding  and  pliable.  Notwithftanding 
all  thefe  Precautions,  very  difmai  Symp¬ 
toms  often  attend  it*  as  Fevers,  violent 
Cholics,  Diarrheas,  Dyfenteries,  Swel¬ 
lings  and  Erofions  of  the  Glands,  terrible 
Head-achs,  Vertigos,  Tremors,  Deli¬ 
riums,  Convulfions,  and  often  Death 
clofes  the  Rear. 

For  this  Reafon  no  body  ventures 
upon  a  Salivation  without  a  skilful  Afll*? 
ftant.  But  that  Mercury,  thus  thrown 
into  the  Body,  doth  not  produce  the 
fame  Effects,  as  by  the  modern  W^y 
of  taking  if,  is  becaufe  it  doth  not  pene¬ 
trate  fo  far,  therefore  cannot  lodge  in 
the  Parts  where  the  Scene  of  thofe 
Symptoms  lies:  For  neither  the  Par¬ 
ticles  of  the  Mercury,  when  convey’d 
into^  the  Body  by  Unilion,  nor  thofe 
of  Calomel,  or  any  other  Preparation, 
can  be  imagined  to  be  fo  fmall  as  thofe 
prepared  by  the  line  Salts  of  the  Body. 
That  the  Mercury  in  a  Salivation  does 
not  enter  into,  the  Minima ,  is  plain  from 
its  not  proving  an  infallible  Remedy  in 
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the  Pox,  nor  curing  paralytick  Difhr-r 
tiers,  which  are  Paid  to  proceed  from 
Obftrudions  of  the  fmall  Veflels  that  wind 
about  the  Nerves ;  but  that  Mercury, 
when  diffolved  into  a  Vapor,  or  its 
Minima,  penetrates  there,  is  feen  from 
its  Effect  upon  Miners,  Gilders,  Looking- 
Glafs  Makers,  (jc.  Befides,  the  Mercury 
caufes  the  Juices  fo  to  gallop  about  in 
the  Salivation,  that  by  reafon  of  the 
Tenfion  of  the  greater  Veffels,  the 
fmaller  are  fo  contra&ed,  that  they  grow 
too  narrow  to  admit  the  Globules  of  the 
Mercury  •  for  which  Reafon  a  very  high 
Salivation  is  not  accounted  a  fecure  Way, 
of  curing  a  Pox. 

And,  laftly,  after  the  Salivation  is 
over,  Care  is  taken  to  bring  away  all  the 
Mercury  by  proper  Evacuationsj  and 
if  any  fhould  remain,  which  fometimes 
happens  in  fome  weak,  diftemper’d 
Part,  it  will  not  fail  cauling  Pain ;  or, 
according  to  the  Nature  of  the  Part,  the 
Mifchiefs  Ferneii{is  and  others  mention. 
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I  fhould  alfo  take  notice  of  the  famous 
Monpelier  Practice,  of  curing  the  Pox  by 
Mercurial  Plafters  or  Ointments,  without 
Salivation ;  But  as  this  is  only  a  kind 
of  Undion  in  a  lefs  Degree,  becaufe 
it  fometimes  caufes  Salivation,  therefore 
the  lame  Anfwer  will  ferve  in  this  Cafe. 

\  t 

And  the  Difference  there  is  in  the 
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Operation  of  Mercury,  when  it  ads  as  in 
its  Minima ,  or  in  groffer  Particles,  is 
plain  from  the  Mercurial  Girdle,  which 
frequently  caufes  Tremors,  Convulsions, 
and  Palliesj  whereas  ten  times  the  Weight 
of  Mercury,  convey’d  into  the  Body  by 
Undion  or  internal  Medicines,  would 
net  have  caufed  the  like  Effed. 

Fmwiius,  fpcaking  about  the  Ufe 
of  Mercury,  lays,  that  feme  after  they 
had  ufed  it  had  been  fubjed  to  Vertigos, 
feme  were  grown  mad,  others  remained 
With  a  Tremor  of  their  Hands,  Legs  and 
Body  ,  that  they  could  hardly  walk.  He 
tells  you  afterwards  the  following  Story, 
which,  if  he  were  not  an  Author  of  good 
Credit,  \  fhou]d  fcruple  relating  it  after 

II  '  1  him. 
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him.  rii  tranflate  it  for  the  Eafe  of  the 
Reader.  A  Perfon  who  had  been  well 
ten  Years,  after  the  Ufe  of  Mercury, 
perceived  a  great  Pain  in  his  Forehead, 
which  continuing  a  long  time,  the 
Cranium  began  to  putrify,  and  drop  away 
by  bits  *  then  the  Meninges  and  the  Brain 
itfelf  fuppurated,  from  whence  a  great 
Quantity  of  2P us  iffued  forth,  for  feveral 
Months ;  as  alfo  from  the  Angles  of  both 
Eyes :  All  his  Teeth  dropt  out.  He  had 
no  Fever,  nor  any  confiderable  Naufea-r 
ting  ^  but  when  the  Ulcer  reach’d  the 
Ventricle  of  the  Brain,  the  miferable 
Wretch  died  in  great  Torment. 

Trallian  found  in  feveral  Bodies  h$ 
differed,  a  confiderable  Quantity  of  Mer¬ 
cury  in  the  Cranium ,  and  Joints  of  the 
Shoulders  and  Arms.  Georgius  Gar - 
nerus  opening  the  Head  of  one  who  had 
taken  Mercury,  found  fome  running 
Mercury  in  the  Ventricles  of  the  Brain. 
Fallopius  fays,  he  faw  Perfons  who  had 
been  anointed  with  Mercury  four  Years 
before,  and  upon  their  getting  gummons 

Excref- 
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Excrefcencies .  in  the  Forehead  and 
Shins,  the  Bone  being  laid  bare,  he 
found  fome  Mercury  colle&ed  there.  And 
Authors  are  full  of  Stories  of  this  kind; 
\vhich  I  own  may,  in  great  meafure,  be 
owing  to  the  Unskilfulnefs  of  the  Perfon 
who  conduced  the  Operation.  How¬ 
ever,  it  proves  this,  that  Mercury  lodged 
in  the  Body,  will  not  always  come 
away,  but  fometimes  remain  there,  and 
caufe  difmal  Symptoms,  and  often  many 
Years  after.  For  after  Salivation,  tho* 
it  be  performed  with  all  the  Skill  ima¬ 
ginable,  and  when  all  is  over,  Sudori- 
fics  and  Cathartics  are  given  to  evacuate 
the  remaining  Mercurial  Particles,  yet 
notwithftanding  all  thefe  Precautions, 
fome  Perfons  remain  with  a  fix’d  Pain 
in  fome  Joint  or  other-  doubtlefs  from 
Mercurial  Particles  lodged  in  the  Ca¬ 
pillaries  thereabouts. 

J.  VarandiCtis ,  when  he  fpeaks  of 
Mercury,  gives  thefe  Cautions  concerning 
the  ufing  of  it.  It  ought  not  to  be  given, 
fays  he,  to  old  Perfons,  to  Paralytick, 

or 
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or  thofe  who  have  weak  Nerves ;  nor  to 
thofe  who  are  fubje&  to  Quincies  and  Fe¬ 
vers,  or  to  Perfons  of  a  thin  Habit.  By 
which  he  means,  that  Mercury  is  per¬ 
nicious  to  all  whofe  Vifcera  are  not  found 
and  ftrong  ■,  and  when  I  think  on  it,  that 
many  under  the  forementioned  Circum- 
flances  do  gorge  down  Mercury,  I  am 
in  a  Maze  at  their  Rafhnefs; 

But  to  be  a  little  more  particular  upon 
thofe  Cafes.  Old  Peoples  .Vifcera  are 
decay’d,  many  of  their  fmall  VeiTels  are 
worn  out,  and  others  obftructed :  if 
Mercury  is  convey’d  into  fuch  a  Body, 
what  can  you  expeCt  but  Erofions  and 
Tearings,  or  Oppilations  of  the  Ca¬ 
pillaries,  from  whence  Haemorrhages, 
local  Aches,  paralytic  Diforders,  and 
if  the  Scene  of  Action  is  in  the  Brain; 
Lofs  of  Memory,  and  the  intellectual 
Faculties,  Apoplexies;  nay,  Madnefs  it 
felf. 

Think  not  I  am  fpeaking  only  of  thofe 
who  are  60  or  70,  or  more  Years  old: 
No,  when  the  Body  is  worn  out,  the 
2  Perfoh 
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Psrfon  is  juftly  rank’d  among  the  Old : 
And  therefore  fome  very  young  Perfons., 
old  in  Conflitution,  ought  to  take  Mercury 
with  as  much  Caution,  as  thofe  older  in 
Years.  I  muft  carry  this  Confideration 

yet  farther,  and  tell  you,  that  one  par- 

\  * 

ticular  Vifcus  not  being  right  found,  tho* 
the  Body  appear  to  be  ftrong  and  vigo¬ 
rous,  innumerable  Evils  may  be  brought 
on  by  the  violent  Operation  of  Mercury* 
when  leaf!  expected,  Belides,  the  Glo¬ 
bules  of  the  Blood  are  lefs  folid  in  thefe 

» 

Perfons,  and  by  the  Force  of  Mercury 
will  be  yet  more  divided*  and  rendred 
incapable  of  refilling  the  Impulfe  of  the 
Solids,  from  whence  he&ic  Diforders  muft 
necefiarily  cnfue. 

I  remember  the  Story  of  a  Perfon  who 
did  not  care  to  llir  out  of  his  Bed  for  fear 
of  wrenching  or  tearing  fome  capillary 
Veffei  of  his  Body ;  and  indeed  I  Ihould 
not  have  thought  his  Apprehenfion  very 
ridiculous,  if  he  had  been  taking  of  Mer¬ 
cury  for  five  or  fix  Weeks*  after  the 
Modern  Way.  ,  , 
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The  above-mentioned  V'armd<eus  acf- 
monifhes  alfo  thofe  who  are  fubjed:  to 
Quincies,  Fevers,  and  of  a  thin  Habit,  to 
be  cautious  how  they  ufe  Mercury.  It  is 
known  by  every  body,  that  the  Ufe 
of  Mercury  caufes  a  great  flooding  of 
Lymphe  into  the  Glands  of  the  Mouthy 
and  the  Fauces  ,*  and  therefore,  thofe  who 
are  fubje£t  to  Obftru&ions  in  thofe 
Glands,  as  Perfons  who  often  have 
Quincies,  ought  not  to  run  the  rifque 
of  bringing  them  on  by  Mercury.  Per- 
fbns  who  often  have  Fevers,  fhould  be 
jealous  of  Mercury,  beqaufe  it  occafions  a 
great  Agitation  pf  -the  S^&s^and  Fluids, 
and  therefore^nay  cafiiy  caufe  Fevers, 
which  is  one  qfkthe  Reafons  why  Cfoeyne 
thinks  Mercul|pnot  fafe  in  the  Cure  of 
them. 

As  for  thin  Habits,  they  are  commonly 
inclinable  to  be  hedic  ,  and  as  Mercury 
increales  the  Velocity  of  the  Blood,  irri* 
fates  the  Fibres,  and  promotes  the  Se¬ 
cretion  and  Excretion  of  Lymphe,  it 
cannot  be  good  or  fafe  for  thofe  who  have 
none  to  fpare.  In 


In  a  moft  particular  manner  I  would 
admonifli  thofe,  who  are  fubjed  to  any 
Diforder  of  the  Head,  of  what  Denomi¬ 
nation  foever,  to  be  fhy  of  this  way  of 
ufing  Mercury,  left  they  repent  when 
5tis  too  late.  As  Mercury  is  a  confdfed 
Enemy  to  the  Nerves,  it  is  fo  of  confe- 
quence  to  the  Brain  ,  and  therefore  thofe 
who  labour  under  any  Complaints  owing 
to  the  Brain  or  Nerves,  may  exped  to 
grow  worfe  from  this  way  of  ufing  it. 

I  know  very  well.  Mercury  is  of¬ 
ten  given  in  fome  Complaints  of  that 
Nature,  but  not  in  this  Form,  nor  with¬ 
out  the  Precaution  of  increasing  the  Se¬ 
cretions  at  the  fame  time,  >  «b  carry  it  off 
one  way  or  other  $  and  eyf  n,  that  paraly¬ 
tic  Diforders  have  beipj^ttempted  by 
Salivation,  but  with  what  Succefs,  let 
Experience  declare. 

Many  Cafes  of  this  Nature  might  be 
produced  here,  but  thefe  may  fuffice  to 
warn  the  unwary  ;  and,  if  they  do  not* 
as  many  more  would  not  be  enough. 
However,  I  may  occafionally  fay  fome-

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thing  more  to  this  Purpofe,  when  I  come 
to  examine  the  Cafes  Mercury  is  recom~  , 
mended  in.  . . 

Hitherto  we  have  confidered  What 
mifehief  Mercury,  thus  lodged  ,  in  the 
Body,  may  do  in  the  remoter  Parts  of  iV 
Let  us  now  view  it  in  the  Prim<e  Vi <£• 

•  The  Inteftines  are  generally  computed 
toexcede  fix  or  feven  times  the  Height 
©f  Man  y.  and  as  the  Cavity  they  lie  in 
is  not  very  large,  they  have  various 
Turnings  and  'Windings,  both  fide- 
ways,  upwards  and  downwards,  to  be 
the  Place.  That;.  the  Aliments 
and  Faeces  are  carry “d  up  and  down*:

backwards  and  forwards,  is  a  good 
Inftanee;tof  the  furprizing  Operations  of  : 
Nature.  This  is  perfShned  by  means 
of  the  periftaltic  Motion  of  the  Inteftines, 
the  Fibres  moving  forwards  from  the 
Stomach  down  to  the  Jms ,  through  the 
Whole  Canal  of  the  Inteftines,  like  o, 
Skrew  >  by  this  means  the  Inteftines  are 
cpntradled,  and  the  A&icn  of  the  pe&oral 

and  abdominal  Mufeles  in  Iqfpiration 

***••),  '  *  :  *  •” ,  *  .  • 
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Mid  Expiration,  as  alfo  the  PrefTure 
of  the  Diaphragma  affifting  at  the  fame 
time, .  the  Aliments  and  Faeces  are  con? 
tjnually  fqueezed  in  the  Bowels,  and  by 
the  Skrew-like,  or  periftaltic  Motion 
at  laft,  protruded  to  the  Extremity,  the 
Jims*  The  Valves  of  the  Inteftines  hip- 
dei^the  Contents*from  falling  back,  when 
moved  upwards,*  efpecially,  that  cbnffi- 
derable  one  at  the  Beginning^  of  the 
Colon,  placed  there  to  prevent  the  coming 
^back  of  the..  Excrements  into  the  Ileum, 
ifyhen  they  are  to  afcend  into  the 
Colon. 

Thus  the  Profrufion  of  the  Aliments, 
is  accounted  for •  But  it  is  more  difficult 
to  ;  demonftrate  how  fo  flippery,  •  and 
ponderous  a  Body  as  Mercury,  doth 
pafs  thro’  the  many  Turnings  and  Wind¬ 
ings  of  the  Inteftines  ,*  which,  if  we  did 
not  know  it  from  Experiments,  we  fthould 
hardly  believe.  However,  this  defervcs 
the  Confideration  of  our  t^uickfilver- 
takers.  They  fliould  paufe  a  little  and 
thinjt,  that  if  the  Inteftines  qsc  not  very 

found 
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found  and  firm,  and  the  periftaltic  Mo¬ 
tion  very  ftrong  and  a&ivc,  it  cannot  be 
very  fafe  to  load  them  with  fo  ponderous 
a  Subftance.  If  the  Mercury  fhould 
prefs  upon  any  decay’d  Part  of  the 
Inteftines,  I  mean,  where  the  Coats  or 
Membranes  are  lefs  ftrong  and  firm,  it 
may  fo  ftretch  them,  as  to  caufe  violent 
cholic  Pains  ;  nay,  an  Inflammation,  or 
Gangrene  of  the  Bowels  it  felf.  And 
who  can  affure  us,  that  by  this  means  even 
a  Rupture  of  the  Guts  may  not  happen  ? 
Or  if  fome  of  the  Mercury  fhould  be 
lodged  in  the  Appendix  Vermicularis ? 
or  blind  Gut,  which  hangs  down  like  a 
little  Bag,  from  the  Beginning  of  the 
Colon,  and  the  End  of  the  Ileum,  it  may 
there  in  time  acquire  a  corrofive  Nature? 
and  deftroy  the  Subftance  of  that  Bowel : 
The  Confequence  of  this  is  not  difficult  to 
guefsj  after  long  Cholics,  and  a  conftant 
lingering  Pain  in  the  right  Iliac  Region, 
it  muft  end  in  Death. 

As  the  A&ion  of  the  Fibre  is  aug¬ 
mented,  in  proportion  to  the  Force  or 

Pondus 
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Pond  us  of  the  Body  impelling  upon  it, 
hence  it  follows,  that  Mercury  may 
occafion  Spafms,  and  violent  Gripings  in 
the  Bowels,  &c.  efpecially  in  Bodies 
whofe  Fibres  are  in  a  fufficient  State  of 
Tenfion.  And  if  what  Haglivius  de 
fibra  mot  rice,  and  Hequet  de  purganda 
medicina ,  affirm,  that  our  Bodies  are 
more  difpofed  for  Tenfion  than  Relaxa¬ 
tion,  is  true,  the  Danger  is  the  more 
confiderable,  and  oftner  to  be  appre¬ 
hended. 

From  this  fame  Principle  Mercury  may 
alfo  caufe  too  quick  a  Protrufion  of  the 
Aliments  thro’  the  inteftinal  Canal*  and 
lb  hindering  a  due  Separation  of  Chyle, 
the  Orifices  of  the  La&eals  being  likewife 
too  much  contra&ed,  by  reafon  of  the 
Tenfion,  bring  on  an  Atrophie,  He&ic, 
and  Confumption.  By  fcouring  the 
Inteftines  too  much  of  the  Mucus  Intefii - 
nalis ,  Mercury  may  alfo  occafion  a  Lien- 
teria,  Diarrhea,  and  Dyfenteria. 

I  might  enumerate  many  more  bad 
Confequences,  that  probably  may  attend 

the 
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the  taking  of  crude  Mercury  :  But  I  an? 
perfuaded  that  whofoever  reads  this,  with 
Attention,  will  not  pour  down  into  his 

Guts  fo  precarious  an  Agent,  without 

* 

good  Advice  $  and  thofe  who  have  done 
it  already,'  will  tremble  at  the  Thought 
of  it. 

The  ingenious  and  learned  Gentleman 
who  recommends  this  Pradice,  does  not 
favour  the  Public  with  any  Rationale 
of  the  manner  *  of  its  operating  in  the 
human  Body,  neither  does  he  take  notice 
of  any  harm  it  can  do  there ;  if  he  had, 
I  am  fure  there  would  not  be  fuch  a 
Number  of  People,  who  now,  or  here¬ 
after  will*  too  late,  Repent  the  taking 
of  it.  Whatever  may  have  been  his 
Reafon  for  it,  I  leave  the  Reader  to 
think  f  for  my  part,  I  dare  to  affirm 
this,  that  fome  Nurfes,  and  even  the 
Grave-diggers,  are  obliged  to  him 
for  it. 

Come  wc  now  to  confider  the  Cafes 

tvherein  the  Author  recommends  crude

Mercury.  I  do  this  hot  by  way  oF  err- 


ticifing  upon  hisTreatife,  but  to  caution 
the  Public  in  regard  to  this  Practice. 

He  recommends  crude  Mercury  in  the 
Afthma,  Phtyfic,  or  Confumption  from 
diftemper’d  Lungs,  the  Stone,  Barrcnnefs, 
and  the  Difeafes  of  the  Stomach  and  In- 
teftines. 

As  an  Afthma,  or  Difficulty  of  Breath¬ 
ing,  proceeds  from  different  Caufes,  fo 
there  are  alfo  various  Degrees  and  Stages 
of  it.  It  proceeds  from  Pus ,  thick  or 
mucilaginous  Juices,  or  Polypufes  in  the 
"Bronchia ,  or  Veficles  of  the  Lung<7 
The  only  Way  Mercury  helps  fuch 
Afthmas,  rnuft  be  by  fcouring  and  clean- 
iing  thefe  Parts  from  their  Infarctions.

But  if  this  Matter  is  grown  very  tough 
and  hard,'  if  Polypufes  and  Scirrhufes 
are  formed,  it  cannot  be  expected  Mer¬ 
cury  will  relieve,  but  rather  aggravate 
the  Cafe.  If  the  Veficles  of  the  Lungs 
are  grown  hard  and  dry,  or  if  difpofed 
for.  Corruption,  pray  what  will  be  the 
Confequence  from  the  violent  Impulfe  of 
the  mercurial  Globules,  but  total  Dc- 

G  ftruCtion  •? 
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Hr u£t ion  ?  Or  if  the  Afthma  fhould  pro¬ 
ceed  from  Confent  of  fome  neighbouring 
Part  diftemper’d,  or  from  too  great  a 
Plenitude,  or  a  natural  Conformation  or 
Adherence  of  the  Lungs,  ’tis  eafy  to  per¬ 
ceive  vve  may  expert  much  barm  from  the 
Ufe  of  Mercury,  inconfiderately  apply’d. 
Therefore,  tho’  Mefcury  may  be  good 
in  fome  Afthmas,  by  cleanfing  the  iirft 
Paflages  of  the  vifcid  Flegm,'  which  fup- 
plies  the  Infardion  in  the  Lungs,  a  great 
deal  of  Mifchief  may  be  done,  by  giving 
*it  promifcuoufly. 

After  the  Author  has  defcribed  a  Con- 
lumption  or  Phtyfic,  in  which  he  fays 
the  Patient  complains  of  a  Sorenefs  in 
his  Bread,  Difficulty  of  Breathing,  Lofs 
of  Appetite,  a  great  Heat  and  Drynefs  in 
the  Palms  of  his  Hands,  with  frequent 
and  fudden  Flufhings  in  his  Face  •  obferve 
well,  after,  I  fay,  he  has  given  a  Receipt 
to  cure  this  Diforder,  he  concludes, 
cc  and  I  have  of  late  experienced  that 
G:  Quickfilver  is  the  mojl ^beneficial  Thing 
cc  in  all  the  World  for  the  Lungs ,  taking 
€i  one  Ounce  every  Morning?  X 
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I  muft  own  it  would  be  putting  an 
Affront  upon  the  Dodor’s  Judgment,  to 
appeal  to  Miners,  or  Gilders,  (jc.  after 
his  ipfe  clixit ;  elfe,  I  am  fare,  they 
would  unanimoufly  affirm  the  contrary, 
from  woful  Experience.  Befides,  the 
mercurial  Particles,  from  the  above 
Theory,  muft  RecefTariiy  increase  the 
hedicHeatj  one  of  the  chief  Complaints 
in  this  Difeafe. 

He  recommends  Mercury  alfo  in  the 
Stone.  After  having  difeanted  upon  the 
Stone ^  or  Nephritis ,  with  fome  Reme¬ 
dies  for  it,  he  fays,  but  you  may  pleafe 
to  try  one  Ounce  of  Qttickjilver  every 
Morning  for  one  Month :  I  have  know} 
this  do  Wonders .  Sure  he  cannot  mean 
it  will  break  or  dilfolve  the  Stone  in  the 

Kidneys,  Ureters,  or  Bladder;  Then 

it  muft  be,  that  the  Dodor  means,  it 
will  cleanfe  thofe  Veflels  from  their 

Saburra ,  and  alfo  prevent  its  Return. 
But  this  alfo  is  very  hard  to  account  for ; 
If  any  confiderable  Quantity  of  Mercury 
SQuld  reach  thofe  Paffages  as  eafily  as

bear  a  good  colour  of  Truth;  but  as  it 
has  not  been  demonftrated  yet,  that  any 
vifible  Quantity  of  Mercury  comes  ^way 
by  Urine,  I  rauft  beg  leave  to  keep  in 
Sufpenfe,  till  I  am  better  convinced. 

Moreover,  in  all  Complaints  of  the 
Stomach  from  Indigeftion,  an  Ounce  of 
crude  Mercury  is  alfo  recommended.  I 
hear  lbme  have  improved  this  Theory, 
and  without  taking  the  Trouble  to  go  to 
the  Druggifis  for  Mercury,  they  fwallow 
any  little  Pebble  or  Pebbles  they  find  in 
their  Walks.  If  Mercury  is  to  aft  as  a 
Scourer  and  Cleanfcr,  I  can’t  help  think¬ 
ing  a  Pebble  will  perform  that  Office 
better  than  Mercury,  this  being  of  a 
globular  Form,  the  other  having  com¬ 
monly  many  Angles ;  and  if,  by  way  of 

an  Abforbent,  Crabs-eyes  will  anfwer 

\  * 

the  Purpofe  better,  and  with  lefs 
Rifque. 

I  cannot  forbear  taking  notice  of  the 
Poftor  s  Affertion,  very  grand  indeed  ! 
which  is,  that  Ouichjtlver  never  did  any

harm.

harm*  Becaufe,  fays  he,  what  gives 
offence  to  Nature,  is  the  Spicula?,  T pints 
or  Edges;  Qiiickfiher  always  retaining 
a  globular  Figure.  Now  as  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  prove  above,  that  Quick- 
filver  doth  not  always  retain  a  globular 
Form  in  the  Body  ;  and  that  befides* 
the  Particles  of  Mercury  muft  neceftarily, 
in  circulating  with  the  various  Juices  of 
the  Body,  attract  many  Spicttla ,  and 
according  to  the  Habit,  fometimes  prove 
very  detrimental ;  I  therefore  muft  beg 
leave  to  fay,  that  I  think  this  Aflertion 
is  confuted  by  Reafon  and  Experience. 

After  we  have  thus  fhewn  the  Reafon 
why  Mercury  may  do  much  Prejudice 
when  mifapplied  ,*  we  come,  laftly,  to 
corroborate  this  Theory  from  Fads. 
Was  it  poffible  to  know  all  the  Cafes 
where  it  has  been  detrimental,  I  don’t 
doubt  but  we  fhould  find  all,  or  moft  of 
thofe  Confequences  I  mentioned,  to 
attend  this  ineonfiderate  Pra&ice.  I 
candidly  have  owned  it  has  done,  in 
fome  Afthmas,  Angular  Service :  But  as 

the 
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the  Town  is  already  fufficiently  prevented 
in  favour  of  it,  1  hope  I  (hall  not  be 
thought  partial  for  faying  no  more  on 
this  Head ;  my  chief  View  being  to  cau¬ 
tion  People  not  to  run  any  rifque.  To  * 
ftim  up  the  whole :  The  prefent  pra&i- 
ling  Phyficians  of  this  Town,  who  with¬ 
out  all  Difpute  are  a  Set  of  the  moft 
learned  and  judicious  Men  in  Europe , 
all  agree,  that  Mercury  hardly  procures 
any  viable  Advantage,  but  in  Afthmas 
only. 

And  even  here  it  may  do  mifchief* 
witnefs,  a  certain  Gentlewoman,  who 
had  an  Afthma,  with  which  flie  expecto¬ 
rated  very  plentifully:  After  fhe  had 
taken  Mercury  fome  time,  (lie  ceafed  to 
bring  up  any  Flegm  •  her  Afthma  was 
converted  into  a  dry  and  convullive  one, 
and  Ihe  too  late  wifhed  for  her  old 
Afthma  again. 

It  has  been  found,  that  this  way  of 
taking  Mercury  will  bring  on  a  Saliva¬ 
tion  ;  an  undeniable  Proof  that  fome  of  it 
enters  the  Blood.  Tho’  this  does  not 

happen 
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happen  very  frequently,  yet,  as  no  one 
is  fure  it  will  not  be  his  Cafe,  I  leave 
the  Reader  to  think  to  what  Danger 
fuch  Perfbns  are  cxpofed,  fince  any,*  the 

leaft  Cold,  is  fatal  in  a  Salivation ;  occa- 

* 

honing  violent  Fevers,  Inflammation  of 
the  Jaws,  Cholics,  Dyfenteries,  £ tyf. 
Or  if  it  only  increafes  the  infenfible  Per- 
fpiration  to  a  great  Degree,  as  fome 
pretend.  Colds  will  produce  analogous 
Diforders,  tho’  in  a  lefs  Degree.  This, 
I  am  apt  to  believe,  has  been  the  Fate  of 
feveral  who  got  violent  Fevers,  Pleuri- 
fies,  and  other  inflammatory  Diforders, 
Whilft  they  were  fqllowing  this  Courfe. 
Such  Cafes  are  not  uncommon,  if 
People  will  but  own  the  Truth.  And 
I  am  informed  that  a  certain  Knight,  who 
lately  died,  knowing  this  to  be  his  Cafe, 
profetfed  to  his  Friends,  during  his  111- 
nefs,  that  he  had  brought  it  upon  himfelf 
T>y  taking  of  Mercury.  And  furely  fuch 
Fevers  muft  be  more  dangerous,  the 
Globules  of  Mercury  increafing  the  Velo¬ 
city  of  the  Blood’s  Motion,  as  has  been 
proved  above.  Some 
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Some  have  been  taken  with  a  violent 
Spitting  of  Blood,  of  which  two  Perfons 
lately  died  fuddenly.  And  a  Gentleman, 
who  had  a  Mind  to  be  in  Fafhion,  upon 
taking  fome  crude  Mercury,  was  flung 
into  a  Bloody-flux,  which  obftinately 
baffled  all  the  Skill  of  a  very  eminent 
Phyfician  of  this  City,  who  after  he  had 
try’d  all  the  Materia  Medica  can  afford, 
was  fain  to  tell  the  Patient  he  could  do 
no  more  for  him,  and  to  relinquifh  him 
to  Fate. 

A  Gentleman  came  to  Hath  laft  Sum¬ 
mer,  for  a  paralytic  Diforder  in  both  his 
Arm s;  for  which  he  confulted  a  noted 
Phyfician  of  the  Place,  by  whofe  Advice, 
and  the  Ufe  of  the  Waters,  he  was  con- 
fiderably  relieved  :  And  Mercury  coming 
at  that  time  much  into  Vogue,  fome 
body  ask’d  him,  why  he  did  not  take 
Mercury,  which  had  done  wonderful 
Cures  ?  Whereupon  the  Gentleman, 
without  telling  his  Do&or  of  it,  took 
fome ;  but  foon  experienced,  to  his  Sor¬ 
row,  its  fad  Effects ;  for  he  relapfed, 

I  and 

* . 
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and  his  Lamenefs  became  worfs  than 
before :  An  evident  Proof  how  prejudi¬ 
cial  it  is  to  the  Nerves.

This  brings  me  to  mention  a  Cafe 
of  one,  who,  after  he  had  been  taking 
Mercury  for  fome  time,  loft  his  Senfes, 
and  has  been  feveral  Weeks  under  the 
Care  of  a  Phyfician,  dcfervedly  famous 
for  this  kind  of  Diforder.  He  had 
never  had  any  Symptoms  of  Madnefs 
before,  neither  are  any  of  his  Family 
fubje£t  to  it.  Some%  pretend  that  Grief 
for  the  Lofs  of  a  Relation  was  the  Caufe ; 
but  it  was  never  fufpe&ed,  by  thofe  who 
converfed  with  him,  his  Sorrow  would 
produce  any  fuch  Effed*  Others  fay  it 
could  not  come  from  the  Mercury,  he 
having  left  it  off  fome  time.  But, 
according  to  my  Theory,  the  Effect 
might  fhew  it  felf  fome  time  after, 
fome  Particles  of  the  Mercury  remaining 
lodged  in  thofe  Parts  fubfervient  to  the 
rational  Faculties.  The  Fad  is  true  ^ 
the  Perfon  took  crude  Mercury,  and  he 

H  loft 
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loft  his  Senfes  :  And  if  there  is  but  a  bare 
Poflibility  for  fuch  a  Cataftrophe*  I  defy 
any  one  to  pour  Mercury  down  unad- 
vifedly,  without  trembling  for  fear  of 
fuch  dreadful  Confequences. 

A  Gentleman  of  a  very  good  Eftate 
in  Ejjex,  who  had  been  formerly  a  Linen- 
Draper,  having  taken  Mercury  with  good 
Succefs  for  an  Afthma,  extoll’d  the 
Excellencies  of  it  to  all  his  Acquaintance. 
After  he  had  ufed  it  for  about  a  Year, 
his  Afthma  being  almoft  cured,  he  drop’d 
down  dead  fuddenly  in  the  Veftry. 
Another  Mercury- taker,  not  far  from 
Stccks-Market ,  died  alfo  not  long  fi nee 
of  an  Apoplexy.  And  I  leave  it  to 
farther  Obfervation,  whether  the  late 
Increafe  of  fudden  Deaths,  is  not  in  fome 
meafure  owing  to  this  Pra&ice. 

A  Gentleman  in  Tooly-Jireet ,  took 
Mercury  for  a  Pain  in  the  Small  of 
his  Back,  fuppofed  to  proceed  from  the 
Kidneys.

A  very  worthy  Gentleman  of  Cook's 
Court ,  took  Mercury  for  an  Afthma,  but 
died  foon  after  of  a  violent  Fever  ■,  which 
all  his  Friends  unanimoufly  impute  to 
this  imprudent  Pra&ice. 

Theft  Cdfes  may  fuffice  at  prefcnt, 
fince  I  hope  to  have  another  Opportunity 
to  be  more  ample  on  this  Subject.  I 
cannot  difmifs  the  Reader  without  admo- 
nilhing  him,  very  ferioufly,  to  be  cau¬ 
tious  how  he  meddles  with  this  dangerous 
Remedy.  No  Medicine  upon  Earth  is 
good  at  all  Times,  and  in  all  Perfonsj 
and  a  powerful  Drug  may  as  well  do 
much  Harm  as  Good,  according  as  it 
is  applied.  I  have  proved,  that  crude 
Mercury  may  polfibly  be  prejudicial  in 
the  firft  Paflages,  and,  when  convey’d
